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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-10 and 12-21 are allowable. Claim 11 is cancelled. Amendment to claim 12 to correct 
a typographical error filed 24 June 2010 after Notice of Appeal is acknowledged. 

Note terminal disclaimer filed 25 September 2008 under assignor Electronic Data Systems, 
LLC. Note replacement drawings for Figures 1-12 filed 25 September 2008. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claimed invention is 
directed to computer modeling integrated business and information technology frameworks and 
architecture in support of a business. Specifically, the allowable feature of independent claims 1 
and 12 is 

generating, by the computer, a plan for implementation and deployment of future 
information technology among the manageable entities based on the determined 
information technology requirements for display by the computer within the 
graphical representation of the overall architecture, the plan including a future 
security architecture based on the future information technology and a transition 
between a current security architecture and the future security architecture, 
wherein each of the current security architecture and future security architecture 
includes a corresponding set of a security objective and a mix of security 
measures. 

The prior art of record, namely, Buteau et al. (US 6442557), Ruffin et al. (US 6249769), Baudoin 
et al. (US 7290275, and McKenna et al. (US 2004/0010772) do not teach or suggest, alone or in 
combination, the totality of the recited feature. 

Buteau discloses evaluating the enterprise architecture with work flow, information, and 
technology models. Ruffin teaches evaluating the information technology environment and 
business requirements of an entity. Baudoin teaches assessing the information security policy 
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and practice of an organization. McKenna teaches facilitating the development of software 
applications. However, the limitation of generating a plan for implementation and deployment of 
future information technology with the specific consideration of and transition to a future security 
architecture as limited above is not obvious over the prior art.
